Gonova, Nov, 10.—Immediate admis-
wion of Germany and the other former
enemy states to the League of Natlons
was urged before the assembly of the
league today by George Nicoll Barnes,
of the British delegation, Represent-
ing ns he did the Inboring people of
Great Dritain, =aid Mr. Barnes, he
knew the great majority of them de-
munded that all the enemy states be
ndmitted withont delay,

The British delegate recalled the fact
that Germany had taken part already
in the deliberations of the International
Labor Bureau established by the league,

“The people of Great Britain whom
I represent here,”” he said, “‘do not
forget that the Central empires plunged
the world into war, They do not for-
get the misery nnd devastation enused.
But the question vow s to rescue the
world from ruin and the co-operation
of the former enemy states is necded,”

Criticlzes Nation

Mr. Barnes, io hig speech, which was
delivered in course of disenssion of the
report to the nasseicbly made by the
executive council of the league, =poke
approvingly of the action of the eouncil
on some questions, but criticized its in.
action dusing the last year while Poland
and Soviet Russia were engaged in hos-
tilities,

ITe cited Article XI of the league
covenant, providing that any war or
threat of war shoutd constitute u mnat-
ter of concern to the whole league, and
that it should take any action deemed
wike and effectual to safeguard the
peace of pations, and inquired why
the couneil had not taken action under
that article to prevent the Russo- Polish
war,

In re.enforeing his argument  for
spevdy  membership of ex-enemy  states
in the league, Mr, Barnes referred to
the instability of present economic con-
ditions and the anomualies in exchnnge,

“What is  needed above all,”'  he
sald, s greater production and the
utmost  feeedom in business transac-
tions between the different countries,
und this is unobtainable as long ns the
world is divided into two camps.”’

Mr. Barnes fnted out  that the
world was dealing now in central Fu-
rope, not with Europenn kings, but
with free peaples taking charge of their
own destinjes,

Mr, Baroes dweit especinlly on the
necessity of lending assistance to the
Armenians.  ‘“They are,” he declared,
“hemmed in by the brutal Belsheviki
on one side and by inhuman belngs on
the other.'*

The labor chapter would. hecome the
most important part of the treaty of
Versnilles, Mr., Barnes predicted,

Count on Hoover's Ald

Herbert Hoover, who eonforred with
the executive counecil Tuesday, dig-
enssing various plases of the economie
situntion, ix an important factor in
lubor's ealeulntions.  He is looked upon
av_probably the strongest link between
employers and lnbor, and labor chiefs
are eounting on his support for at least
part of tl:--rr program.

He has the entire econfidence of labor
leaders here and the latter would not
be surprised if he were to jssue a state-
ment shortly delineating his views of the
mutual responsibilities of workers and
employers. It ean be stated definitely,
however, that there iz no agreement
thnt he will do so,

Matthew Woll, one of the vice presl-
